LAW AS TO STOCK IN 
TRANSIT 


Washington, M ay 3.— Tho attorney 
general has rendered an opinion sus­ 
taining Secretary Wilson, of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture, in his contention 
that the law requiring stock in transit 
to bo unloaded, fed and watered ut in­ 
tervals not greater than twenty-eight 
hours, applies to terminal railway com­ 
panies as well as to through lines. 
The opinion w as asked in connection

— The May day 
death roll totals sixty-two, including 
ten persons who died in the hospitals 
during the night.

three children—were awaiting identifi­ 
cation.

The population is most bitter 
against the military, and the govern­ 
ment officials expect many attempts at 
revenge upon the officers commanding 
tho troops, all of whom are known.
